In the future, the Office will procure military materiel based on the progress 
of the fighting in Korea and in Vietnam, and on the basis of Soviet military 
strategy in the Far East.

CH'EN Ch«iu-huan { # )> Chinese Communist purchasing agent in Hong Kong, 

to buy quantities of gasoline, tires and various types of metal goods. Because 
the Kuang Ta ( ^ ) Company, Hong Kong, has "special personal relations" 

with suppliers of such goods, it has been handling some of the purchasing and 
shipping. As of early November the Soviet Far East Command Supply Office 2 was 
negotiating with T»AN Jung (|f ) and YIN Ming (f ^ ), manager and assistant 

manager respectively of the Kuang Ta Company, to buy these items. 3
